N this neck of the woods spark- 

columning is entirely different 
than the same job in the motor 
capital. Out where the golden 
tower of the Fisher building 
gleams, a_ self-respecting con- 
ductor absorbs the atmosphere of 
the automobile itself through con- 
tacts with those who build ’em. 
In the section where Liberty’s 
torch throws its light you meet 
and talk with those who build 
parts and gadgets that go into 
the make-up of the motor car. 
And, taking it by and large, the 
conductor has been able to dig up 
worth-while facts on this trip for 
the edification of the industry as 
a whole that he now is passing 
along to you. 


AS A STARTER I find that 
Tom Midgley jr., father of Ethyl 
gas, is the man who discovered 
that you can get bromine out of 
the ocean, bromine being an ele- 
ment that is essential in the man- 
ufacture of the famous motor car 
fuel because it prevents corro- 
sion of engine parts. Before the 
Midgley discovery, Ethyl used to 
get bromine from the brine mills 
of Michigan, which had a limited 
production and with Ethyl one of 
the fuel fundamentals of the auto- 
mobile industry it was necessary 
that this essential ingredient 
could be had when it was needed. 


So the man who created Ethyl, 
knowing there was bromine in 
the ocean, sought ways and 
means to get hold of it. After 
several years of experiments he 
succeeded and as a result Ethyl 
combined with Dow, and the 
Ethyl-Dow Chemical Co., was the 
result. A plant which is assessed 
at a million dollars is now in op- 
eration near Cape Fear, in North 
Carolina near Winston - Salem, 
which daily produces 15,000 
pounds of bromine from 30,000,000 
gallons of sea water. One cannot 
get a true appreciation of how 
this compares with looking for a 
needle in a haystack until it is 
realized that the company is do- 
ing a good job in getting 81 gal- 
lons of bromine out of 1,000,000 
gallons of sea water.

OPERATIONS at Cape Fear 
only started this spring and it’s 
interesting to listen to Ralph 
Champlin tell how this bromine 
is secured. The water flows in a 
runway through Kure Beach, 
north of Cape Fear, and is 
pumped over a seawall into a 
gravity canal, which carries it 
south across Cape Fear to the 
twin towers where the bromine 
is extracted. 

This treated water runs into the 
Cape Fear River and is carried 
back to sea, but a southward 
ocean current sweeps it away be- 
fore it has a chance to mix with 
the untreated waves north of the

U.S., Canada 
May Output 
At 351.802 


Figures Show Drop From 
354,745 Total for 
April 


Washington, June 26.—Com- 
bined production of passenger 
cars and trucks in the United 
States and Canada in May, based 
on reported factory sales to deal- 
ers, reached a total of 351,802 
units, according to a report by 
the United States Bureau of 
Census. Canadian figures are 
supplied by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Of this production 
the United States accounted for 
331,641 units and Canada 20,161 
units. The output was consider- 
ably above the estimate of 335,000 
made by Automotive Daily News 
on June 2. 

The production in the United 
States included 273,765 passenger 
cars and 57,876 trucks. Canada 
produced 16,504 passenger cars 
and 3,657 trucks. The May total 
was below the mark of 354,745

May Passenger Estimate 
Revised to 217,000 Units 


Detroit, June 26.—With reports 
tabulated from 37 states, repre- 
senting 56.94 per cent of the 
United States, R. L. Polk & Co., 
today lowered its estimate for 
total passenger car sales for May 
from 225,000 to 217,000 units. 

In the 37 states, 131,757 pas- 
senger cars were sold during this 
May, as compared with 91,227 
units for May, 1933, an increase 
of 44.43 per cent. This also com- 
pared with 136,172 units registered 
in the same 37 states during April, 
1934, a decrease of 3.24 per cent. 

Commercial and truck sales 
continued their gain during May, 
with an estimated total registra- 
tion of 40,000 units. In the 37 


states from which reports have 
been tabulated, representing 60.14 
per cent of the country, 23,924 
trucks were sold during May, 
1934, as compared with 12,584 in 
the same month last year, a gain 
of 90.11 per cent. This figure also 
compared with 23,838 units regis- 
tered in April, 1934, showing a 
slight increase of .36 per cent. 

In the entire United States, 20,- 
925 commercial cars were sold 
during May, 1933. During April, 
1934, 38,882 units were registered 
throughout the country. The pas- 
senger car totals for the United 
States were 160,225 units for May, 
1933, and 222,900 registrations for 
April, 1934, Polk reported.

Detroit, June 26. With the 
ADN secret vote on the question 
of “What we shall do about auto- 
mobile shows” heading for the 
last round-up balloters have ex- 
pressed an unmistakable choice 
for local shows held simultane- 
ously in the leading cities thru- 
out the country. But—and it’s a 
big but—-the question of whether 
or not the national shows, such as 
have been conducted in the past, 
should be relegated to the limbo 
now occupied by “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” “The Two Orphans” and 
other hits of yesteryear, is still a 
deadlock. 

Those in favor of the continua- 
tion of the national shows have 
lost grou=nd in the latest count, K 
is true, but the vote stands 1,121 
for the shows, with 1,159 opposed, 
giving the opposition to the 
shows a slight margin above the 
proponents. On the question of 
local shows the vote stands 1,406 
for with only 636 voting against. 
The vote does leave some ques- 
tion as to whether the balloters 
who still support the national 
shows want the local shows as an 
additional sales help or _ vica 
versa. 

There can be little doubt on the 
question of which time of the 
year would be most desirable. 
January sticks out like a sore 
thumb with a vote of 2,202.

Harris, accused of selling an au- 
tomobile at a discount, in viola- 
tion of the NRA code for the 
motor vehicle retailing business, 
was held for Special Sessions by 
Magistrate Van Amringe in the 
Criminal Courts Building here.

Harris was called by Harold H. 
Straus, attorney for the code au- 
thority, “the outstanding automo- 
bile bootlegger in the industry,” 
whose operations he declared, 
had cost regular dealers consid- 
erable loss of business. This 
charge was denied by Defense 
Attorney Jacob Marx, who said 
he had represented Harris for 
seventeen years. Marx asserted

With our lengthy coast line to de- 
fend, mobility of our army would 
be paramount, and our demands 
for rubber would be great. The 
development of a synthetic rub- 
ber tire, even if it does not come 
into early commercial use, cer- 
tainly offers a new defense in 
event of war.

Hudson Reduces 
Current Debts; 
Cuts Inventory 





Detroit, June 26.— Inventories 
of Hudson Motor Car Co. on May 
31 stood at $4,484,000, compared 
with $7,049,000 on April 30, ac- 
cording to an official statement. 
Accounts payable were reduced 
during May to $1,731,000 from 
$6,110,000. 

Cash on hand is in excess of 
current accounts payable, none of 
which is due. Bank loans have 
been reduced from their early 
spring peak and are below the 
full line of credit now available, 
it is said. 

Retail sales of the company, in- 
cluding domestic, Canadian and 
foreign sales, totaled 1,950 cars 
for the week ended June 16, com- 
pared with 1,725 cars in the week 
ended June 9, an increase of 13 
per cent. 

In the first five months of the 
year the company produced 
about 60,000 cars, compared with 
about 16,500 in the like period of 
1933, and production in May to- 
taled approximately 11,000 cars. 

According to a recent state- 
ment from the company, opera- 
tions during April and May were 
on a profitable basis. In the 
quarter ended Mar. 31, the com- 
pany was on a profitable basis 
from the latter part of February 
on, but earlier losses resulted in 
a net loss of $802,845 for the 
quarter, compared with a net loss 
of $1,491,005 in the first quarter 
of 1933. For the full year 1933 a 
net loss of $4,409,930 was re- 
ported, compared with a net loss 
of $8,459,982 in 1932.
